The cause of the flood was the break- 
ing away of Meyer's mill-dam near Fort 
Covington. Had the dam just above 
Meyer's dam broken, as was feared, the 
damage would have been much greater. 
All traffic on the Grand Trunk between 
Port Covington and Massena is suspend- 
ed for the present. 

The Canadian Pacific railway bridge 
across the "Tamaska river on the old 
southeastern branch hue, eleven miles 
east of Sorrell, was carried away by the 
ioe Jam last night. The ioe crushed to 
I^eces the ice piers above the bridge and 
swept the structure to pit>res.

The regular monthly review of the con- 
<lition of crops and live stock in Ken- 
tucky has been issued by Nicholas 
McDowell, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Horticulture and Statistics. The reWew 
is based on reports from ninety counties. 

The growing crop which ia of most 
interest now to the country at large is 
that of wheat. The j)ro8pect for a fine 
crop at this time is very flattering, not 
only in' this State, but all over the land. 
Through the f^I and first |)art of tha 
winter the late aown wheat luade very 
■low growth, but through the month of 
March the growth has been very fine. 
The freeze on the 9th ult., occuring about 
the same time of that of 189(), was very 
alarming, from the fact that the crop of 
that year was cuf off fully one^-half ; but 
the weather being favorable since, and 
if nothing unforeseen happena, the crop 
will be good— percent., 92. 

The average of rye is small; the proa- 
pect good— 70 per cent. 
Barley haa not been ndaad much for 

some years. The crop looks well; not 
much raised — K) per cent. 

Mules have been an interest of very 
great inT])ortance to the State, but the 
trade looks very blue at present. The 
very great depression of prices may be 
assignable to various causes, two of which 
are apparent. First, the very low price 
of cotton and sugar. Second, it is esti- 
mated that electricity baa taken the 
place of over one hundred thotisand 
mules, which were employed in street-car 
lines in the different towns and Qities of 
the Ui^ted fltatea. The' number of two- 
year-old mules being fed is 10,f<75. 

Horses have wintered remarkable well 
—per cent., 102. 

Fully as many beef cattle are being fed 
as usual, and somewhat better (piality; 
a large per cent, will be fat early. The 
number put to slop at the diatillaries will 
be fat early— per cent., 95. 

Very little hog cholera is reported; 
the price not so good aa last year, but 
better in proportion than the price of 
])ork ; there will be fully aa many, if not 
more, for market this spring, than usual 
—per cent., 104. 

There will be a large corn crop planted, 
as paH of the hemp laud will be planted 
in com. 

Oat crop hardly aa avenge;. will be 
sownlata. 

Judging frmn the great dainand for 

seed, the tobacco crop will be very large. 
Tliere has been sent out from the Com- 
missioner's office an unusual quantity of 
seed.

Th« Two Hands.

LOMOON, April S.—AdTloM from But 
▲frio* iMo thaiUMft hM bMotroable 
lately among the natives on the Qold 
Coast. The chief seat of the nnreat 
was in the East Corbo country, and 
arose out of the conflict of British 
sanitary requirements with native 
customs. Sakitty, the King of East 
Corbo. died recently after a few days 
illness, and, according to native custom, 
was buried in his house. 

Commissioner Williams, however, in- 
sisted upon burial in the projMjr place, 
and tolii the natives intramural burials 
had l>een prohibited by ordinances. A 
dispute an)se on the point, which re- 
sulted in an attack upon the commis- 
sioner, who took shelter in a German 
house, and telegraphed to the governor. 
Hostilities Iwere averted, Sakitty being 
exhumed and re-interred elsewhere. 

The late king held a collar and sword 
from Queen Victoria, bestowed upon 
him by her majesty for eflicient service 
rendered to the British government in 
the Asliantee war of 1873-74, although 
lie i)i a( tit'ally was forced to side with the 
British under pain of deati) and the im- 
mediate occupation of his country.
